The City Council met in regular 
session Monday night, at 
which 
time M. V. Skinner was unani­ 
mously elected Nfayor pro tern. 
Fire Chief, R. C. Graham, was 
granted a leave of absence for one 
week in order to permit him to 
attend the State Firem en’s Con­ 
vention at Victoria. 
Jack Stephens having notified 
the council it would he necessary 
for them to secure another dump­ 
ing ground, the Mayor appointed 
a committee consisting of T. U 
Collins and J. A. Montgomery” to 
confer with Mr. Stephens and oth­ 
ers with a view” to buying a dum p­ 
ing ground, or to make other sat­ 
isfactory arrangements. 


Washington, April 29.—-An ar- 
mistic in the difficulties between 
the United States and Mexico has 
been asked of this government and 
General Huerta 
by 
the 
South 
American envoys who have un 
dertaken to avert war 
through 
mediation. Ambassador De Gama 
of Brazil today notified Secretary 
Bryan that this has been deter­ 
mined upon as the next step in 
the negotiations and that Gener­ 
al Huerta also has been notified. 
The proposal for an armistice 
was communicated to 
President 
Wilson by the state department 
by telephone. 
No announcement 
has yet been made, hut it is learn­ 
ed that this govenrment would ac­ 
cept the conditions provided as­ 
surances are given that, in addi­ 
tion to a halt in military opera­ 
tions. there would he no civil up­ 
rising against American citizens 
or 
other “ untow ard" incidents 
which might prevent peace. 


BREAK BETWEEN REBEL 
LEADERS NEAR 
Juarex, 
April 
27.—Francisco 
Villa, commander in chief of the 
constitutionalist forces of north 
ern Mexico, left here this evening 
on a special train, accompanied by 
his staff, for Chihuahua, where he 
will hold an important conference 
with General Carranza, supreme 
chief of the rebel forces. 
It is expected that a crisis will 
be reached in the conference be 
tween the two leaders, it having 
been hinted openly that relations 
¡between the two were strained to 
the breaking point over the note 
Car ran da sent to the United States 
regarding the seizure 
of 
Vera 
Cruz. 
It was stated on good authority 
that harmony will not be restored 
and that an open rupture is likely 
to occur.

MUST MEET DEMANDS. 
Washington, April 27.—Confer­ 
ences of the Latin-American dip­ 
lomats, representing brazil, Chile 
and Argentina, who offered their 
good offices to compose the Mex­ 
ican situation, followed quickly 
today further assuring messages 
from the City of Mexico that Gen. 
Huerta had agreed to the first 
steps in the intermediation nego­ 
tiations. 
The Spanish Ambassador, Mr. 
Riano, was in early 
conference 
(with Argentine 
Minister 
Naon 
concerning the next move to be 
!made by the mediators, and Am­ 
bassador Da Gama, the Brazilian 
minister, Suraez, and Naon held 
a lengthy conference. Da Gama, 
after this conference, called upon 
Secretary of State Bryan and a 
statement was expected lat. r in 
the day relating to the next move 
to be made in the mediation 
Soon after Secretary Bryan in 
formed President Wilson as to the 
advices from the City of Mexico 
that Huerta had acquiesced to the 
preliminary steps in the mediation 
proposals, further encouragement 
in the situation came in advices 
from Berlin that Germany, France 
I and Great Britain had urged Huer- 
|ta, through their diplomatic rep 
resentatives in the City of Mexico, 
to yield to the American demands. 


Colquitt Stands Pat. 
Austin, T«*XHs, April 28. -Gov. 
Colquitt today »Hid he would k e e p 
th«* militia at Brownsfield 
until 
the actual arrival of the federal 
troops which were promised yes­ 
terday by 
Secretary 
Garrison. 
T h e border near Brownsville is 
quiet today, hut 
disorders 
a re 
feared. 
Secretary Garrison telegraphed 
Gov. Colquitt offering to replace 
th«* militia at Brownsville 
until 
similar number of federal regu­ 
lars, and the Governor accepted 
the offer. 
Secretary 
Garrison 
gave as a reason for this offer 
that the proposed arrangem ents 
would do away w’ith any possible 
conflict between th«* tw*o bodies 
of troops, which are acting under 
separate jurisdictions. 


Refugees Arrive.

Galveston, Texas, April 
28.— 
, More than tw”o hundred American 
refugees from Mexico landed her»* 
today when the quarantine was 
•lifted on the Convoy Dixie, the 
collier Cyclops and the steamhsip 
Ksperanda. 
The government pro­ 
vided food and transportation for 
the refugee*. 
Many of those land- 
jing today will return 
to 
their 
j homes in various parts 
of 
th * 
country, but there are a few who 
w ill remain here temporarily, with 
the hope that they may later b * 
permitted to return to their a d ­ 
opted homes in Mexico.

This ruling was In an­ 
swer to two questions submitted by 
John W. Baskin, county attorney of 
Tarrant county. 
He wanted to know first If a trade 
excursion started out of Ft. 
Worth 
on a trip of two or three weekB could 


carry intoxicating liquor. 
Baskin also 
wanted to know if It would be a vio­ 
lation of the law for the Elks club, 
If It chartered a special train, to the 
Denver national reunion, to take along 
intoxicating liquors to be used by the 
club members exclusively. Under this 
ruling 
these 
organizations 
cannot 
transport the liquor under the A lli­ 
son law*.
